Four Mortons Bone of Contention and Price Soars 
to $1,500 Weekly. Keith-Proctor’s Act. 





The Four Mortons will play over the 
Keith-Proctor time commencing April 20 
for a weekly salary of $1,500. The con- 
tracts have been signed. Lykens & Levy 
secured them for the Keith-Proctor end of 
the United Booking Offices. The K.-P. 
house securing the act for the opening 
date will be either the Fifth Avenue or 
125th Street. 

The engagement of the Four Mortons 
by the Keith-Proctor firm at the $1,500 
convinced many who are alert in vaude- 
ville matters of this nature that outside 
opposition is not always the cause of an 
increase in salaries. ‘The reports of the 
booking disclosed that there was close 
competition between Perey G. Williams 
and the firm to secure the act. 

While the Mortons were playing in “The 
Big Stick” at the Majestic, Brooklyn, last 
week, Mr. Williams sent an emissary to 
make approaches for a vaudeville tour 
over the Williams houses at $1,000 weekly. 

The value of the act for vaudeville must 
have struck the United Offices a glancing 
blow at the same moment, for one of the 
agents who finally secured the Mortons 
for K.-P. met the Williams representative 
leaving the theatre where the Mortons 
were playing. 

Bids and counter-bids are said to have 
been made during the week until the con- 
tracts by K.-P. were issued and confirmed. 

The competition for acts between Will- 
iams and Keith-Proctor, which has been 
apparent for the past few weeks, brought 
up the rivalry seemingly existing between 
Mr. Williams’ Alhambra, on the west side 
of 125th Street, and Keith-Proctor 125th 
Street Theatre (east). The shows lately 
in the 125th Street theatre have equaled 
any presented in New York. 

No expense is spared upon the program 
there, although the prices are 25 and 50 
cents lower than the scale in effect at the 
Alhambra. This week the 125th Street 


headliners are Gertrude Hoffman and Ce- 
celia Loftus, in addition to what consti- 
tutes a high priced show. 

For next week (March 16) the 125th 
Street Theatre announces as the program 
Nance O’Neil, Valeska Suratt and William 
Gould, “Casey’s Court,” “Black Hussars,” 
Jack Hazard, Marinetti and Sylvester, 
Barry and Hughes and Clement De Lion. 

Next week’s program at the Alhambra 
is composed of “The London Fire Bri- 
gade,” McMahon and Chappelle and their 
“Porter Maids,” “Rosie Lloyd, William A. 
Dillon, John T. Kelly and Company, W. C. 
Fields, Darras Brothers, Kelly and Ashby 
and Milt Wood. 

One in authority to speak at the United 
Offices this week, commenting on the un- 
usual spectacle of two circuits booking 
through the same office in such active 
strife for features that bidding ensues, 
said: “There was some misunderstanding 
between Mr. Williams and Keith-Proctor 
over a couple of bookings, but that has 
now been explained, and will not again 
occur.” 

Nevertheless, to the onlooker it appeared 
as though each circuit were booking inde- 
pendently of the other, seeking to secure 
the biggest attractions possible for the 
first appearance at its own houses. 

Many rumors caused by these bookings 
are about. Either they have no basis in 
fact, or are untraceable. 


HAS NAT GOODWIN SIGNED? 
Philadelphia, March 12. 
There is a story over here that Nat C. 
Goodwin has been secured to play in vaude- 
ville, opening in New York City, probably 
in one of the Keith-Proctor houses there. 
Lykens & Levy are mentioned as the 
agents who brought Mr. Goodwin around 
to the vaudeville way.

UNITED MANAGERS CONFER. 


On Thursday the United managers met 
by appointment in the agency’s office, and 
discussed the present vaudeville conditions; 
also the outlook. It was one of the regu- 
lar monthly meetings which have been held 
of late, but a special call was issued for 
this gathering. 

Martin Beck presided. The main point 
of discussion was the attitude to be taken 
on threatened opposition. While no infor- 
mation was given out of the conference’s 
decision, from the expression of the man- 
agers before meeting, it may safely be 
ventured that it was decided to ignore any 
outside competitors, 

The question of the present payment of 
salaries to large acts was also brought up. 
While one or two of the managers of the 
larger houses were said to be indifferent 
to this, many of the other smaller man- 
agers booking through the Offices seriously 
objected, claiming the price set for a first 
appearance was adhered to by the act, 
causing a condition from the financial end 
as serious as when the K. & E. opposition 
caused prices to soar in competitive bid- 
ding. Some understanding on this score 
is said to have been arrived at. 

Many other problems confronting the 
managers for the immediate betterment of 
their shows and business were also talked 
over. 

The managers were in session from 11 
until 4, Martin Beck made a lengthy ad- 
dress, which stirred up considerable argu- 
ment. It was so interesting, none of the 
managers spared time for lunch. 


DIXEY OPENS AT FIFTH AVENUE. 

A playlet written by Fred F. Schrader, 
private secretary to David Belasco, has 
been secured by Henry E. Dixey, and Mr. 
Dixey will return to vaudeville in it on 
March 30 at the Fifth Avenue.

The prevalency of “cooch” dancers in 
Chicago last week brought the most strin- 
gent investigation by the authorities and 
resulted in the elimination of the exhi- 
hitions under police surveillance at the 
burlesque houses where the “lid” was re- 
moved in competition for attendance. 

“The Girl in Red,” who “wiggled” ener- 
getically at the Trocadero last week as 
the feature of the “Zaza Burlesquers,” 
was the first to attract the attention of 
the crusaders through the suggestive na- 
ture of the performance, which reveled 
with unabashed immunity until the police 
interfered. 

One local newspaper, in commenting on 
the epidemic of “Oriental” dancers, re- 
ferred to the display as “demoralizing” 
and “old days of lawlessness recalled.” 

It has been argued many times that the 
class patronizing burlesque because a cer- 
tain “cooch” dancer is announced, is un- 
desirable and will tend to injure or lessen 
the better qualities of a good, clean show. 

If all the burlesque houses here would 
strengthen the shows, when necessary, 
with other features than a _ dancer, 
fit only for a drunken “stag” party, the 
result would be more gratifying to man- 
agers and public. There would be no com- 
plaint from the succeeding shows, or fear 
that the effort to give clean performances 
would not be supported.

In return, after the decision has been ren- 
dered, each girl is allowed to select the 
man in the front whom she thinks the 
most of from such casual sight as may be 
obtained from the stage. The house 
voices its approval as to the leader in this 
game, as well. Cash prizes are distrib- 
uted. 

No one knows what will happen when 
a chorister selects a married man for her 
choice, and the audience gives him the 
seal of approval. According to the com- 
mon law governing burlesque shows since 
the earliest days when the “Black Crook” 
was looked upon as an advance agent for 
the infernal regions, any man in a bur- 
lesque theatre known to have money on 
his person is required to spend it through 
the oyster and wine route on the girl with 
the prettiest figure or face. That’s what 
troubles tke chorus girls when making 
the choice.

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FELIX ISMAN MAKES STATEMENT. 
Philadelphia, March 12. 

Felix Isman has come out flat-footed in 
a newspaper interview as the financial 
backer of William Morris in the forth- 
coming new “Morris Circuit” of vaude- 
ville houses. 

On Monday last the “North American” 
reprinted the story in Saturday’s VARIETY 
on the Morris Circuit, including Mr. Mor- 
ris’ statement, which was incorporated in 
the article. On ‘Tuesday the “North 
American” followed this up by securing 
an interview with Mr. Isman, from which 
the matter below has been taken: 

“During the so-called vaudeville war 
that closed recently,” said Mr. Isman, “I 
was interested in the side that retired, 
> of the nrofits of 
the business. After my interest there 
ceased Mr. Morris again enlisted my at- 
tention to the business, and convinced me 
that, with a sufficient number of houses 
to keep vaudeville artists employed for 
an entire season, vaudeville could be made 
very profitable by giving the public stand- 
ard performances at the low prices of 10, 
20 and 30 cents, with a few seats, those 
in the boxes, at 50 cents. 

“Of course, at such prices the houses 
would have to be large. We have found 
little difficulty in securing that class of 
houses. 

“There will be no war if we can help it. 
We do not believe we will interfere with 
Mr. Keith or Mr. Proctor, or any others 
now engaged in vaudeville. We do not 
want to. 

“We do not intend to fight the others 
for acts. Mr. Morris has convinced me 
that we can get all the acts of the first 
class that will be necessary. We do not 
expect to either raise or lower salaries. 

“I have considered the proposition from 
every point of view, and am satisfied that 
it is practical and will be made a very 
great success—that is, giving standard 
high-class vaudeville at 10, 20, 30 and 50 
cents, regardless of the policy of what 
others may think, say or do.” 

The North American on Wednesday re- 
ported that the second Morris house was 
probably the Y. M. C. A. Building at 15th 
and Chestnut, which has been secured by 
Walter Henry and Florian Pincus.

MANAGERS MAKE MOVE 
TO STOP “SONG PLUGGING” 


Led by Martin Beck, of the Orpheum Circuit, United 


Managers Discuss It. 


If the intentions of Martin Beck, gen- 
eral manager of the Orpheum Circuit, are 
earried to a fruitful finale, with the co- 
operation of the other United managers, 
“song plugging” by high priced acts on the 
vaudeville stage is doomed to become a 
remembrance of only a bright and happy 
past for music publishers. 

The appearance of a high salaried act 
on the stage joyfully inviting the audi- 
ence to “join in the chorus,” while the 
publisher of the song sends an extra sup- 
ply of copies to that particular city for 
the week of the engagement, has grated 
upon Mr. Beck for a very long while. He 
says it has always been one of the neces- 
sary reforms in vaudeville which press of 
other affairs prevented him taking up. 

This week, however, Mr. Beck called a 
meeting of the United managers for the 
purpose of delving into the subject, which 
was accordingly done without results be- 
coming known. 

His personal ideas on the subject were 
that no singer in what is known as the 
first grade should be allowed to warble a 
published song on any vaudeville stage, 
said Mr. Beck. The Orpheum’s general 
manager, from his conversation, was fully 
versed as to how his decision would be 
accepted by both artists and publishers. 

Two large publishers, Mr. Beck added, 
had already been notified by him that 
their published songs would not be sung 
any more on the Orpheum Circuit. The 
Empire City Quartet was notified from 
Mr. Beck’s office that they must stop “song 
plugging” in their act. The Quartet had 
earried the device so far a sheet with the 
words of the choruses was unrolled to en- 
able the audience to help out. 

How an act was to provide itself with 
songs, if published ones were barred, was 
not gone into by Mr. Beck, who, however, 
intimated that the custom prevailing in 
England of purchasing and holding one’s 
own musical numbers could be followed 
over here. 

That acts not in a position to go to this 
investment would not be included in any 
general order to be universally promul- 
gated was made plain by Mr. Beck. 





“DUMONT’S MINSTRELS” PASSING. 
Philadelphia, March 12. 

The moving picture craze is spreading 
in this city, and has claimed one of the 
landmarks of the show world for the list. 
On April 4 the Eleventh Street Opera 
House, which is better known as “Du- 
mont’s Minstrels,” will close its season, 
and on April 6 the house will be opened 
as a moving picture show house.

Mr. Isman was director 
in the United States Amusement Com- 
pany, the Klaw & Erlanger vaudeville 
corporation, and he signed the settlement 
agreement as an individual. 

A person fully cognizant of the condi- 
tions of the agreement stated this week 
to a Variety representative that while 
Mr. Isman had mentioned “William Mor- 
ris” he actually meant it was “William 
Morris, Inc.,” he was interested in. “Will- 
iam Morris, Inc.,” is the corporation lately 
formed by Mr. Morris to take over all his 
vaudeville interests. 

The “settlement” agreement, in one of 
its sections, provides that no signer of the 
instrument shall engage in the vaudeville 
business for ten years from the date of 
execution, and that any who may be in- 
terested in a corporation in which he 
controls or owns, directly or indirectly, 
the majority of the stock of that corpora- 
tion, shall be equally personally liable 
under the liquidated penalty if the cor- 
poration engages in vaudeville.

A very large number of 
parks scattered all over the country had 
been enrolled, stated Mr. Oberheid, and 
after the summer park season the fairs 
would be taken up, fairs coming under the 
general scheme as well as parks. Mr.

Edison Gives Ultimatum Before

Chicago, March 13. 
Another bomb in the moving picture 
war was exploded simultaneously with the 


arrival in this city of W. E. Gilmore, 
Vice-President and General Manager, and 
Frank L. Dyer, 
Edison Manaufacturing Company, 
suits were filed in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court against George Kleine and the 
Kleine Optical Company of Chicago, for 
alleged infringement on the film patent 
issued years ago to Thomas A, Edison. 

The suit demands an injunction against 
the selling or renting of such pictures as 
the combination claims rights of manu- 
facturing to. 

At a conference in the Auditorium An- 
nex, where Mr. Gilmore and party made 
their headquarters during their campaign, 
it was emphatically declared that every

means within law will be used to press the 
suits. Every renting exchange and ex- 
hibitor not provided with an Edison ma- 
chine, or not an authorized licensee, it is 
asserted, will be dealt with in the same 
manner in the event of a favorable court 
decision. Offield, Told & Limthicum have 
been retained as local counsel. 

The one ultimatum in favor of the ex- 
hibitors or users of the so-called unauthor- 
ized Edison device to escape possible prose- 
cution has been rendered. It contains a 
provisio that if they agree to the policy 
of the Edison company, its agents or li- 
censees before actual suits are com- 
menced the past claims will be waived. 

Both Mr. Gilmore and Mr. Dyer left 
for New York toward the end of the week. 

It is not known when or how soon the 
ease will be brought up in court here. 
The papers have been filed and the suit 
placed on the calendar. 

Those in attendance at the conference 
were Geo. K. Spoor, William N. Selig, J. 
A. Berst of the Pathe company, and John 
Hardin, Western representative of the 
Edison company, besides Messrs. Gilmore 
and Dyer. 

It was said here before the Edison Gen- 
eral Manager and General Counsel left for 
New York that upon their arrival there, a 
suit would be commenced based upon the 
decision rendered by the U. 8. Courts in

It was also reported that a similar suit 
to the one instituted in Chicago against 
the Kleine Company, would be commenced 
against the Biograph Company in New 
York, in the United States Court for that 
district. 

Geo. Kleine when seen by a Variety? 
representative had the following to say re- 
garding the developments of the week: 

“Chicago has been honored by a visit 


from Messrs. Gilmore, Berst and the Edi- 


son attorney, and they are about to return 
to New York. The effect upon the In- 
dependent film interests is not noticeable 
nor have there been any defections from the 
ranks of theatre owners. Articles have 
been given to the press by the Edison in- 
terests, and I understand that others are 
about to be published along the old familiar 
lines threatening suit because of the use 
of alleged infringing films and threatening 
dire penalties for these crimes and mis- 
demeanors. 

“IT can only advise our friends to value 
the substance and disregard the shadow. 
I have not yet been advised that the Bio- 
graph Company has been sued for viola- 
tion of the Edison film patent since Mr. 
withdrew his former suit from 
first re-issue of this

court, covering the 
patent. 

“If this action and these warnings are 
serious it is not apparent what is to be 
gained by attacking an owner of a nickelo- 
deon who is between the devil and the deep 
sea in being liable to be haled into court 
by the Biograph Company on one hand for 
violation of their ‘Latham Loop’ patent, 
or by the Edison Mfg. Co., for alleged in- 
fringement of the film patent. 

“It is a significant fact that not one of 
thirty-two owners of moving picture thea- 
tres representing fifty theatres now work- 
ing in Chicago with Independent films, was 
attacked in the courts during this visita- 
tion from the East, and not one of them 
has been in any way influenced by the 
‘Campaign of Printer’s Ink’ now on. 

“So far as we may anticipate the decision 
of the highest court which will take cog- 
nizance of this proceeding, it must follow 
their own decision covering films in the 
previous case which not only stated flatly 
that Edison ‘was not the inventor of the 
films,’ but

In the course of his talk Mr. Miles 
dwelt upon the present evils of the mov- 
ing picture business as brought out by the 
competition of exhibitors, and asserted 
that since last September the rental busi- 
ness had been in such a precarious con- 
dition no exchange had been enabled to 
show a profit. He also said that the de-

A member from the floor secured recog- 
nition from the chair, and proceeded to 
answer Mr. Miles anent the exhibitor 
being the cause of the demands for new 
films, and the many weekly. 
This member called Mr. Miles’ attention 
to the fact that William Fox, of the 
Greater New York Rental Agency, and an 
exhibitor, as well, had been the first ex- 
hibitor in New York City to operate his 
show with a change daily. Mr. Fox was 
blamed for the existing conditions in com- 
petitive bidding for patronage now in 
the Greater City. 

An exhibitor in close proximity to one 
of Mr. Fox’s showplaces on the upper East 
Side spoke briefly, but pointedly, upon 
Mr. Fox running four films in his places. 
These films, said the exhibitor, cost Mr. 
Fox nothing comparatively. He offered 
them for rental afterwards, and even to 
members of the Association, with whom 
he was competing. This member asked 
that the meeting take up Mr. Fox’s case at 
once, he offering a motion that no member 
of the Association patronize the Greater 
New York Rental Co., until Mr. Fox 
discontinued as an exhibitor. 

It was pointed out to the member that 
this question was covered by the resolu- 
tion giving the special committee power, 
and it would be taken up there. Mr. Fox 
is vice-president of the Association. From 
the attitude of the members assembled, 
the feeling against him seemed bitter, 
both on his position as a joint renter and 
exhibitor, and upon the methods employed 
by Fox in competition.

It was voted by the meeting to forward 
a copy of the resolutions to all the trade 
papers, with signatures of the members 
of the joint conference attached.

LUBIN TAKES LONG LEASE. 
Cincinnati, March 12. 

S. Lubin, of Philadelphia, has leased the 
premises 140-142 W. Fifth Street, for a 
period of fifteen years, at a rental of $125,- 
000, for the full term. The annual rental 
for the first ten years is $7,500 and $10,000 
yearly for the remaining five years. Pos- 
session of the premises is to be given at 
once, the present lessees having arranged 
to vacate. 

Under the agreement the buildings are 
to be improved and completed by May 15. 
The front of the building is to be illumi- 
rated by 1,500 incandescent lights. When 
completed it will be conducted as a moving 
picture and vaudeville house. 

The property is about 70 feet front by 
120 feet deep, and the rear faces on an 
alley.

EDISON SAYS “NO MORE.” 


3elow is a copy of a letter, dated from 
the “Legal Department” of the Edison 
concerns, informing one B. L. Fowler that 
a license will not be given him for the 
manufacturing of moving pictures. 

The letter itself, which may be taken 
to express the attitude of the Edison peo- 
ple on several points, plainly indicates 
that the present association of manufac- 
turers holding Edison licenses is consid- 
ered a closed company, with no entrances, 
although no mention in the communica- 
tion is made of possible exits: 


“Orange, N. J., Feb. 25, 1908. 
“Mr. B, L. Fowler, 
“Room 801, 290 Broadway, 
“New York, N. Y. 

‘Dear Sir:—Yours of the 24th inst. 
to the Edison Manufacturing Com- 
pany has been referred to me. The 
Edison Company is the owner of the 
Edison patents, which, in my opinion, 
cover all moving picture films as now 
made, as well as the only feasible and 
practical camera for obtaining them. 
under these patents have 
been granted to a number of manu- 
concerns already in the 
business, but the policy of the com- 
pany is opposed to the granting of 
licenses to concerns which have not yet 
started, or which were commenced 
subsequent to the Spring of 1906, 
when the patent on the camera was 
sustained by the Circuit Court of 
Appeals of New York. Under the cir- 
cumstances, therefore, I do not see 
how a license can be granted in your 
case.

BIOGRAPH ADDS LICENSEE. 


The Great Northern Film Company, a 
large foreign film manufacturer with head- 
quarters in Copenhagen, was added this 
week to the list of licensees under the 
camera patents of the American Muto- 
scope & Biograph Company. The new- 
comer is said to be prepared to enter the 
American market immediately with a 
large consignment of new film subjects. 

Ingvald C. Oes, an agent of the Great 
Northern, arrived in this country a few 
days ago and established headquarters at 
7 East 14th Street. He will be the Ameri- 
can representative of the firm. 

There are 250,000 feet of new material 
now in the custom house which will be de- 
livered to Oes in a few days, if it has not 
already been released, and the latter has 
already cabled an order for a like quan- 
tity for immediate shipment.

A Portland (Ore.) newspaper in a recent 
issue did Variety the honor of printing 
(without credit) one of its film reviews 
verbatim as information to its readers.

BIOGRAPH COMPANY DE- 
FINES ITS POSITION IN_FIGHT. 


The American Mutoscope & Biograph 
Company this week issues a signed state- 
ment in whieh the history of- litigation 
over moving picture patents is gone over, 
and in which that concern’s position in 
the present trade war is defined. 

The early part of the statement con- 
cerns itself with a discussion of details 
which are already familiar to the trade, 
but the following final paragraphs contain 
a startling statement: 

“The camera of the Edison patent in 
question (that established by the courts 
last spring) is not, however, capable of 
producing long lengths of picture film, and 
has not been used by the Edison Manufac- 
turing Company for a number of years, 
if ever, for the commercial manufacture 
of standard films. On the contrary, not 
only the Edison Company, but others en- 
gaged in the manufacture of such films 
have been compelled to adopt the camera 
of the Latham patent No. 707,934, dated 
April 26, 1902. 

“The American Mutoscope & Biograph 
Company owns the Latham patent, and 
has a suit pending against the Edison 
Company for infringing it.” 

In view of the suit brought against the 
Kleine Optical Company in Chicago, under 
the Edison Film patents this week, the 
discussion of the history. of litigation on 
this point, which is part of the following, 
is interesting. 

“In the opinion of the Court reported 
in Vol. 114 of the Federal Reporter, page 
926, oecur the following: 


“The photographic reproduction of moving ob- 


jects, the production from the negatives of a 
series of pictures representing the successive 
stages of motion, and the presentation of them 
by an exhibiting apparatus to the eye of the 
spectator in such rapid sequence as to blend them 
together and give the effect of a single picture 
iii Which the objects are moving, had been accom- 
plished long before Mr. Edison entered the field. 

“It is obvious that Mr. Edison was not a 
pionecr, in the large sense of the term, or in the 
more limited sense in which he would have been 
if he had also invented the film. He was not 
the inventor of the film. Hle was not the 
first inventor of apparatus capable of producing 
suitable negatives, taken from practically a 
single point of view, in single line sequence, upon 
a film like his.’’ 


“In the year 1898 an action for infringe- 
ment was brought against the American 
Mutoscope & Biograph Company, which 
had been for about three years in the 
business of manufacturing moving pic- 
ture films, by Thomas A. Edison, under a 
patent to the latter, No. 589,168, dated 
Aug. 31, 1897. This patent contained 
four claims for a camera for taking pic- 
tures of objects in motion and two claims 
for a moving picture film. 

“The Court of Appeals for the Second 
Cireuit decided this suit in favor of the 
defendant, the American Mutoscope & Bio- 
graph Company, on all points, finding Edi- 
son’s claims, both for the camera and for 
the film to be void. 

“After this first failure Mr. Edison sur- 
rendered his patent, and it was later re- 
issued in two divisions. In reissue No. 
12,037, dated Sept. 30, 1902, he obtained 
four claims of limited scope based on the 
camera shown in the original patent. In 
reissue No. 12,038, of the same date, he 
secured two limited claims to a film. Both 
of these reissued patents were put in suit 
against the American Mutoscope & Bio- 
graph Company in the latter part of the 
year 1902. 


“In the suit under the reissued patent 
for the film, the defendant filed a demur- 
rer, which resulted in the withdrawal of 
the action by Mr. Edison. No further suit 
has been brought against the American 
Mutoscope & Biograph Company under 
any patent for a film action. The Court 
found that three of the four claims of the 
Edison reissue were valid if limited to 
the special form of camera shown and de- 
scribed in his patent.” 


300 SHOWS IN NEW YORK. 


The Greater New York Moving Picture 
Association, composed of the exhibitors 
in the Greater City, has taken offices at 
1265 Lexington Avenue, where Daniel M. 
Donegan, the secretary, makes his head- 
quarters. 

The Exhibitors’ Association has about 
130 members. One member said the other 
day he thought the Association had at 
least 250 show places represented by its 
membership roll, all in New York and 
Brooklyn. 

There were about 300 moving picture 
places in all in the Greater City, said this 
member, who had gone to some pains to 
ascertain an approximate figure. 

The general estimate of 600 or more, 
usually made, said he, included all the 
“penny arcades” and places at Coney Is- 
land, but the bona fide picture shows did 
not exceed the number given. One hundred 
and sixty-eight machine operators hold a 
city license.

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STATEMENT GIVEN OUT 
BY THE EDISON COMPANY 





Frank L. Dyer, the Edison General Counsel, Remarks 
on the Present Situation 





Chicago, March 12. 

While in Chicago this week, Frank L. 
Dyer, General Counsel for the Edison Com- 
pany, gave out the following regarding 
the existing controversy as to the patent 
situation in the moving picture business: 

“As is well known, licenses under the 
Edison patents have been taken out by 
the principal manufacturers of this coun- 
try. The patents have been recognized by 
these manufacturers as dominating the 
art, and royalties under them are being 
paid. The claim has been advanced by the 


Biograph Company that they can operate 
independently of the Edison patents be- 
cause the Court of Appeals in New York 
decided than an early form of camera in 
which unevenly spaced pictures were 
taken, was not an infringement of one of 
those patents. The suit against the Bio- 
graph Company did not involve the Edison 
film patent which covers all modern mov- 
ing pictures, and in my opinion is in- 
fringed by all pictures manufactured in 
this country or imported from abroad. 

“Suits have already been brought in Chi 
cago against George Kleine and the Kleine 
Optical Company for infringements of the 
Edison film patent. The infringing films 
against which these suits are directed are 
imported motion pictures made by Gau- 
mont and others, and American pictures 
manufactured by the Biograph Company. 
These suits will be pressed with the great- 
est vigor and brought on to hearing at the 
earliest possible moment. I confidently 
expect that injunctions will be secured by 
which further unlawful importation of 
these pictures will be prevented. as well 
as further manufacture of infringing films 
by the Biograph Company. 

“Of course, should such _ injunctions 
be granted, there would necessarily 
be a very large claim for _ profits 
and damages. We also purpose to 
bring suit against all the film ex- 
changes in Chicago and elsewhere who 
may now be handling or may in the past 
have handled these infringing films, both 
foreign and otherwise; as well as against 
all exhibitors who may use them. Evi- 
dence is now being secured as to these in- 
fringing exchanges and exhibitors, and 
upon my return to New York I intend to 
promptly commence additional suits 
against them. I have been amused to 
note in the public advertisements that 
both Mr. Kleine and Biograph Company 
have agreed to protect all exhibitors or 
film exchanges handling their films under 
the “Biograph patents.” I am _ perfectly 
familiar with all the patents which have 
been granted to the Biograph Company, 
but I do not know of any patent under 
which any protection whatever could be 
given. 

“Some talk has been indulged in as to 
the so-called Latham patent on which the 
Edison Company was recently sued in 
Trenton by the Biograph Company. This 
patent has nothing to do with moving pic- 
ture films, but relates to a detail in the 


construction of projecting machines. Such 
exhibitors as may use Edison projecting 
machines will be fully protected by my 
company, which will undertake the defense 
of all suits that may be brought against 
them for the use of such machines, and 
will pay all damages that may be recov- 
ered, provided, of course, the Edison Com- 
pany is given control of such suits. 

“I do not look upon the Latham patent 
as a serious thing. Ever since its issue 
in 1902, my company has been impor- 
tuned to purchase it, but I have always 
regarded it as so unimportant as not to 
warrant serious consideration. 

“Two things, however, may be taken 
seriously by the public: 

“(1) The Edison Company proposes to 
the utmost of its ability to assert its 
rights to the Edison patents and to prose- 
cute all infringers, wherever they may be 
located. 

“(2) The Edison Company stands behind 
all its licensees and will see that they are 
fully protected in any patent suits which 
may be brought against them for using 
licensed motion pictures made by any one 
of its regular licensees.” 


AGENCIES’ AGENTS SOLICITING. 
Joplin, Mo., March 12. 

Four agents of film agencies, members 
of the two rival associations, visited Jop- 
lin last week soliciting business under the 
new agreement. 

The exhibitors, however, are holding off, 
preferring to see the outcome of the pres- 
ent fight. 


DENVER VERY STRICT. 
Denver, March 12. 

A slight fire in the Star, a moving pic- 
ture house, has caused the authorities to 
grow very stringent. It has been declared 
that no more licenses will be issued. The 
present city ordinance is so strict in this 
regard at present that it costs as much to 
build a picture place as it does an ordi- 
nary theatre. Those who have houses at 
present are kept busily engaged in fixing 
them to suit the instructions received 
from the building department. 

There are nine moving picture shows 
here now, all doing good business. Henry 
Lubelski, formerly the manager of the 
Novelty, a vaudeville theatre, announces 
he will open a picture show opposite the 
Crystal, a Western States Circuit theatre. 
Mr, Lubelski was formerly associated with 
the Western States. 


MUCH M. P. LEGISLATION. 


There are four bills pending in the State 
Legislature having to do with the regu- 
lation of the moving picture business in 
this State. Two, introduced by Senators 
McCaul, of Brooklyn, and Gluck, of New 
York, which provide for practically the 
same restrictions, may be combined. 

It is said that the New York City gov- 
ernment is administering the rules as to 
the registration cf machines and operators 
more strictly than formerly. 


FILM ASSOCIATION STATEMENT. 


The following statement was issued by 
the Film Service Association this week 
through its secretary, Dwight Macdonald. 
It seems to have been compiled for the 
purpose of informing the trade generally 
of the developments since the Buffalo con- 
vention in so far as they relate to the 
handling of the films, and contains in- 
formation not hitherto published: 


Owing to the fact that the secretary has re- 
ceived a number of letters from members of the 
Association in regard to the recent action of the 
committee: 

(1) In adopting a new price schedule. 

(2) In accepting the offer of the manufacturers 
granting a rebate of 20 per cent. on film pur- 
chases, 

(3) In admitting six additional members to 
the Association, and in order that the reason for 
the committee’s action may be clearly understood 
by all of the members of the Association, the 
committee makes the following statement on: 

(1) The manufacturers held a meeting on Feb- 
ruary 26th, at which meeting a committee was 
appointed to confer with the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Association. Both committees were in 
possession of statements from many members of 
the Association and evidence regarding condi- 
tions in all parts of the country, and the ques- 
tion considered at the joint meeting of the two 
committees on February 28th was whether the 
minimum rental schedule adopted at Buffalo was 
a proper schedule to put in force at the present 
time. 

It was clearly demonstrated to those present 
at the joint meeting on February 28th, that the 
Buffalo schedule was not fair to the exhibitor 
who is the customer of the exchange and, there- 
fore, in order to meet the demands of exhibitors, 
recognizing that the exchanges should only adopt 
such a schedule as would be fair to their 
customers, the change was made. This action 
was taken in the inte.ests of the Association as 
a whole rather than in the interests of those 
in any particular locality. 

The final terms and figures of the new mini- 
mum rental schedule were agreed upon at 8:30 
P. M. on February 28, 1908, and shortly after 
midnight of the same day, and only four hours 
later, two copies of the new schedule printed on 
eards were mailed to each member of the Asso- 
ciation, This was the only official notice of the 
change sent out until the following day, Febru- 
ary 29th, on which day additional copies of the 
schedule and Bulletin No. 5 were issued. Thus 
every reasonable effort was made to officially in- 
form every member cf the Association of the 
change at the same time and in the same way. 

(2) The Committee of the Manufacturers 1n- 
formed the Executive Committee that in order to 
assist the members of the Association while the 
new plans were being put into operation, the 
manufacturers had decided to give a rebate of 
20 per cent, on all films purchased from March 
2nd up to and including May 30, 1908. 

In return for this rebate, and in order to 
strengthen the Association, the manufacturers 
asked that the committee take up the question 
of admitting further members to the Associa- 
tion. They urged that there were customers of 
the manufacturers of long standing who were 
excluded through inadvertence or error, and that 
it was not fair to drive established businesses 
into direct opposition to our movement, and that 
it would be an advantage to our Association to 
have certain other concerns admitted. 

(3) The Executive Committee thereupon re- 
viewed its actions up to and including the Buf- 
falo meeting and again carefully examined the 
resolutions of the Association and the by-laws 
adopted at Buffalo. It was found that there was 
sufficient authority conferred by the by-laws to 
permit the committee to admit, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Association at its next meeting, 
such concerns as were properly qualified. 

A full report was then furnished to the com- 
mittee as to the applicants, whose names had 
not been presented to the meeting at Buffalo, 
owing to the fact that at that time sufficient in- 
formation had not been received, either through 
the delay of the mail, or that checks covering 
the necessary advanced payment of dues had 
been delayed, or for some similar reason, the re- 
sult of which was the said applicants had never 
been properly considered, and had been unable to 
have a hearing owing to the said delays, ete. 

After reconsidering all of these cases, the Ex- 
ecutive Committee voted to, and at the meeting 
of February 28, 1908, did admit to the Associa- 
tion, subject to the approval of the Association 
at its next meeting, and conditioned upon the 
payment of the original fee of $200, the following 
six members:

Philadelphia Film Exchange, Philadelphia, Pa

In addition to the question of new members, 
the Executive Committee took up the proposition 
of granting new branch offices for which several 
members of the Association had asked. The com- 
mittee unanimously voted that no additional 
branch offices be granted unless, by the action 
of the Association at a regular meeting, further 
branch offices are admitted to membership.

It should 
have no place in an exhibition designed te 
amuse or educate. The title is not the 
proper caption, A mother and father 
affectionately bid their two sons farewell 
as the latter set forth on a sailing smack. 
While at sea, a struggle occurs, caused 
by one of the brothers’ jealousy, a girl’s 
picture taking a part, the original of which 
was shown in the early views where the 
story is partly told. The jealous brother 
stabs the other, the murdered one falling 
overboard. When the murderer lands, he 
is confronted with the vision of his dead 
brother, which drags the living one into 
the sea as well. The final picture is the 
aged parents gazing seaward, giving up 
hope of ever seeing their sons again. The 
picture is not dramatic—nor even melo- 
dramatic—it is simply morbid and grue- 
some, one of the kind which should never 
be taken, let alone placed on the market.

“Too Much Champagne.”

This series goes ’way back to the days 
when magical subjects were in high favor, 
and, except for several ingenious trick pic- 
tures, is not very interesting. The open- 
ing shows the return home of a clubman, 
very much the worse for an evening of 
cards and other things.

A man and woman start out 
on a tandem bicycle, and bowl over eve-y- 
one in the way, the series becoming a 
“chaser,” ending in the arrest of the rid- 
ers. Their return home, and the expense 
account of the damage wrought, itemized 
and thrown on the sheet in statement 
form, is the finish. The picture has been 
well worked out. That is one big point 
in its favor. Also the comedy is there, 
though in no great laughable quantities, 
but it is a good film in its class, the diffi- 
culty being that persons familiar with 
moving pictures are able to guess the 
story the moment the couple mount the 
machine. In an instance like that, there 
must be an overabundance of fun to off- 
set the prior knowledge. The lecturer, or 
describer, at the Unique ought to be cau- 
tioned that a civilized person when speak- 
ing, even in a moving picture, does not 
make a noise resembling the growling of 
wild animals. The talk behind the sheet 
should be as intelligible as the man at 
the Manhattan makes it.

Never again let it be said that dramatic 
subjects of sombre color are impossible 
to vaudeville. Nance O’Neil is enjoying a 
big success at the Fifth Avenue Theatre 
this week in a tragic episode adapted from 
“Leah, the Forsaken,” a success that is as 
much a popular achievement as it is an 
artistic triumph. Miss O’Neil undertakes 
a tremendous task in attempting to tell 
the heroic story of “The Jewess” and 
clothe the tragic figure of Leah with its 
splendid dignity in the trifling length of 
time to which a vaudeville number is 
limited. That she accomplished this seem- 
ing impossibility is no mean tribute to 
her genius. The playlet sketches out the 
bare outlines of the old drama in a rather 
dull preliminary scene between Farmer 
Jones (McKee Rankin), Joseph (Dallens 
Anderson) and Dame Groschen (Clara 
Bracy), paving the way for the real 
scene, Leah’s terrific denunciation of her 
faithless lover. Miss O’Neil’s entrance 
found the audience restless and ill at ease 
after the prosy, rambling talk of the 
minor characters. In thirty seconds the 
tragedienne had fixed their attention and 
until the final curtain released them from 
the spell of her splendid acting the audi- 
ence was lost in breathless attention. One 
gets an impression of boundless reserve 
behind Miss O’Neil’s emotion even at her 
tensest moments, and there is hypnotic 
suggestion of power in her deep, vibrant 
voice, a voice that matches the dignity 
of the quaint, almost scriptural language 
of the playlet.

inently to the fore. On its’own merits 
the sketch is genuinely likable, a faithful 
bit of character drawing and a capital ex- 
ample of fine humor, and it is only in 
comparison with the offering of the old 
team, whose separation must still be a 
matter of regret to vaudeville devotees, 
that it seems to lack something.

He is provided with a 
complete new outfit of “Hogan” slang, a 
bit forced in places, but as picturesque 
and startling as the old line of mangled 
English. One trouble with “Breaking Into 
Society” is that it attempts to tell too 
much obvious story. The characters speak 
for themselves, and a great deal of the 
explanatory dialogue is superfluous, The 
opening, too, is rather drawn out, and 
some little time is wasted before Leslie’s 
entrance. After he gets into the dialogue 
with the girl (Maude Emery), however, 
the number runs entertainingly to a 
ridiculous finish, that brought a startled 
laugh from the audience.

COLONIAL. 

No better comedy bill has been shown 
hereabouts in a very long time than that 
which holds forth at the Colonial this 
week. With the exception of “The Lon- 
don Fire Brigade,” which closes the show 
and makes its bid upon the noisier sort 
of comedy, the funmaking is quiet and 
smooth. Elfie Fay was billed but did not 
appear, her place being taken by Mat- 
thews and Ashley. 

In crediting the laughing hit of the 
show there was nothing to choose between 
the McNaughtons and Frank Fogerty. 
The MeNaughtons, perhaps, had a shade 
the advantage through being better known 
to the Colonial audience. Certainly they 
registered an enthusiastic reception.

125TH STREET. 

With Cecelia Loftus and Gertrude Hoff- 
man on the same bill, it was expected 
that the 125th street house would be 
packed at each performance. Monday 
night was a big starter for the record 
week of the season at the house. Aside 
from the features the bill was big in prom- 
ise, with plenty of comedy distributed. 

The novelty of two famed artistes in 
the same line of stage work on one pro- 
gram calls for the invidious comparison, 
but with the Misses Loftus and Hoffman 
it is transverse. From the moment of 
their appearance each starts off in diver- 
gent directions. Miss Hoffman is “the” 
impersonator; Miss Loftus “the” mimic. 
Both stand at the head of their respec- 
tive classes. Miss Loftus imitates in 
voice, gestures and expression; Miss Hoff- 
man impersonates by assuming all the 
character, including the dress, and adding 
a bit of travesty. Miss Loftus is the per- 
sonification of the art of mimicry; Miss 
Hoffman likewise of impersonation, 
although the Eva Tanguay of the latter 
may rank as a pure imitation with any 
comedy subject Miss Loftus offers. 

Miss Hoffman is perfect as Tanguay. 
Not lone in the costuming (white tights 
while singing “I Don’t Care”), but in the 
poise of the head, the movements of the 
body and even to the fluttering foot- 
steps. Besides Geo. M. Cohan, Eddie Foy 
and Anna Held, Miss Hoffman reproduced 
in character “The Merry Widow,” Harry 
Lauder and Adeline Genee. The last 
named is in setting, and entitles Miss 
Hoffman to the distinction of being the 
only “production impersonator.” As Miss 
Genee she is wonderfully lifelike, and 
goes through with a very good imitation 
of the “Hunt Dance,” including a few steps 
of the original’s—but not all or nearly all, 
nor is that to be expected. The Harry 
Lauder is the flaw in Miss Hoffman’s 
present routine, but the applause was 
near as great for this as for her others. 
Miss Hoffman was the veritable riot. She 
is just to the liking of the audiences— 
any audience, in fact. 

While Miss Hoffman impersonates, her 
husband, Max, directs the orchestra. Max 
Hoffman ought to open a training school 
for orchestral leaders. The amount of 
music he can compel from a band of 
musicians is something wonderful to lis- 
ten to, when the sickly efforts of some 
variety orchestras in the city are remem- 
bered. 

Jack Norworth, with some new talk 
and a song, “Smarty,” written by himself, 
a good number for a “kid” act, returned 
for many bows after the “Owl” topical 
selection, with current verses. Some of 
the talk needs yet to be broken in well; 
also a brand new joke on the German line 
of steamers. Mr. Norworth is “plugging” 
“Smarty” in the usual style, using a new 
“coughing chorus.” 

The Kratons, with their new “Hoop- 
land,” placed a portion of the former act 
after that of the pantomime with the 
hoops, which is short, and must yet be 
further worked out for the full effect 
aimed at. A new trick of sending a hoop 
three times around the “schoolhouse” be- 
fore entering brought involuntary ap- 
plause for the fine execution involved. 
The Kratons are neat, bright looking 
young colored people, and pleased the 
house greatly.

HAMMERSTEIN’S. 

The invitation singing and dancing go- 
as-you-please-contest between Vesta Vic- 
toria and Eva Tanguay is on its last lap 
at Hammerstein’s this week. Jt would 
be risky to try to pick the winner. Both 
are putting up a splendid contest, and the 
management will draw down the big end 
of the purse. 

Vesta Victoria is the first to appear, 
in the “No. 4” position. The English 
singer had a severe cold, but managed to 
get her songs over the footlights in good 
shape on Wednesday evening. “The 
Queen of the Jujah Islands,” rendered 
with a quantity of quaint clowning, was 
the most popular. Little flashes of danc- 
ing here and there suggest that were Miss 
Victoria to really get down to an eccen- 
tric dance of some sort, it would make 
the fur fly. 

Eva Tanguay, in the next to closing 
position, had a reception which just about 
equaled that of the English woman’s. The 
comedienne is not doing nearly as much 
as she did last week and she is the gainer 
thereby. She sang five songs. The fourth, 
“Success,” was the first to arouse any- 
thing like the accustomed enthusiasm.

Charles Bradshaw and Company inflict- 
ed “Fix in a Fix,” another of those awful 
“Mother-in-Law” affairs so familiar at 
Pastor’s. Once in a while the sketch is 
remindful of Wilfred Clarke’s “Too Much 
Trouble” in theme. That’s all. Edythe 
Tyler is the only one to gain distinction. 
She is liked probably because she breaks 
the monotony by introducing a lively, well 
executed dance. 

Gaudsmidt Brothers, billed as “Comedy 
Gymnasts,” devote all the time to acro- 
batics of a high grade. Two dogs em- 
ployed behave beautifully.

NOVELTY. 

A first rate comedy bill is received with 
enthusiasm at the Williamsburg house this 
week, with three big hits coming in suc- 
cession at the middle ot the show. They 
were Mr. and Mrs. Gene Hughes, “Sup- 
pressing the Press”; Charles Mack and 
Company, “Come Back to Erin” (New 
Acts), and “Bill” Dillon. 

Mr. Dillon has changed his billing from 
the dignified “William A.” to the short 
and familiar “Bill,” which is much more 
appropriate to his style of entertainment, 
and in better keeping with his genial per- 
sonality. His quiet methods and the 
sparkling quality of his humorous parodies 
set him in prime favor with the audience 
at the ortset, and he was called upon for 
repetitions long after his regular routine 
was exhausted. 

“Suppressing the Press” gets down to 
its comedy business directly at the rise of 
the curtain. Instead of plunging into the 
explanation of plot complications, the 
principals make it their first aim to catch 
and rivet attention, This is neatly done 
with the first two short speeches. After 
tnat the progress of the story is easy and 
natural, and is accomplished simply ard 
consistently to the accompaniment of a 
running fire of well written humorous dia- 
logue. Surprises follow on each other’s 
heels, and interest is sustained until the 
quick finale. 

Kane opened the show with a very light 
ventriloquial specialty. The dressing and 
laying out of the act is old style. The 
presence of three dummies which are used 
but little during the act is a piece of bad 
management which has been discarded by 
the more up-to-date voice placers in favor 
of a single dummy to which all the conver- 
sation is addressed. Such a scheme keeps 
interest centered and makes possible the 
working up of a consistent run of talk 
and comment. In Kane’s case the use of 
more than one is the more unnecessary 
from the fact that his voice is not over 
flexible and does not adapt itself to the 
several characters. 

Mark Sullivan did very well with an en- 
tertaining collection of stories. He tells 
them neatly and manages to get his points 
over with certainty, but his recitation of 
“Gunga Din,” a la Clifton Crawford, was 
a rather poor performance. For vaude- 
ville purposes the force of the recitation 
depends upon the delivery. A _ parody 
would have let Sullivan off much better. 

Carroll and Baker, “No. 2.” won out 
with parodies and talk, The Hebrew 
comedian works and dresses without striv- 
ing after grotesque effects, and the pair 
get their hearing along legitimate lines. 

Princess Chinquilla and Newell scored 
roundly, in spite of their weakness in the 
comedy department. Newell’s juggling is 
very light, but well enough executed, and 
the picturesque dressing and setting aids 
the number materially. It was the finish, 
a war dance by the Princess, that won out.

FIFTH AVENUE. 


Capacity audiences and the presence of 
ticket speculators on the sidewalk in front 
of the house testify to the drawing power 
of Nance O’Neil at the Fifth Avenue this 
week, the feature of the high grade vaude- 
ville entertainment. Comedy galore is sup- 
plied to balance the somewhat sombre in- 
fluence of Miss O’Neil’s tense emotional 
playlet, “The Jewess” (New Acts). With 
the exception of Barry and Hughes, whose 
act in “one” is long and slow, the show 
holds up splendidly. 

Next to the feature George Whiting and 
the Melnotte Sisters were the unquestioned 
hit of the bill. The trio get away from 
the familiar atmosphere of the dancing 
and singing combination with its frequent 
roughness and noise. There is a breezy 
brightness about the twins that at once es- 
tablishes them in the good graces of their 
audiences.

some are amusing. Only the dialogue at times 
was permitted to drag, probably because there 
were ‘‘ad lib’? matter in profusion, and Andy 
Gardner, who handled the portion quite freely, 
indulged in his customary privileges—that of 
evolving extracts of defiled matter—such as the 
element knowing his methods anticipated. His 
‘**Patsy Bolivar’’ is rot new and neither has any- 
thing been added or revolutionized in it since 
last season, There are two slapsticks. Both are 
used. An innovation in the slapstick is tnat 
they are not patterned after the usual flat board 
kind, but have the appearance of baseball bats. 
They nevertheless serve the purpose. ‘*The 
Merry Widow’’ waltz brought encores; in fact, all 
the musical numbers were repeated. The ‘‘doc- 
tor’s shop’’ should be thrown out and put away 
in some secure place. It is the most decrepit 
and absurd ‘‘business’’ disclosed in burlesque, ana 
while it generally evokes laughter, principally 
on account of its absurdness, it is not enter- 
taining. Billy Spencer handled the Irish char- 
acter with assurance, and did very well, but had 
little scope, as did Joe Barton, who could be 
entrusted with more comedy material. Ida 
Nicolai was soubrettish and serio-comic in a 
freakish outfit and added no importance to 
the laugh producing department, other than 
mingling as one of the principals. Chas. H, 
Mackie was forceful and played the parts in an 
able manner. Gertie Hayes and Mabel Carew 
were reaily the most important and prominent 
women in the show, Besides playing parts credit- 
ably they appeared in the olio in a Western 
kaleidoscopic sketch, entitled ‘‘The Mad Stam- 
pede,’” employing several principals of the com- 
pany, and the chorus. It made a decidedly good 
impression. Marie Revere and _ Bessie York, 
‘sister act,’’ are evidently recruits from the 
chorus.
